Rep. phoned to discuss revisions to agreements reached 
during the previous interview of 2 DEC 2005 per the client's directions. Claim 12 may be amended to depend from 
claim 1 , however, this would only be proper if the elected species of Fig. 9 is generic to the subject matter of claim 12. 
If not, issues of new matter and mutually exclusive subject matter may be raised in the next office action. Applicant 
also desires to broadly claim a drain port in claim 1 (rather than placing the features of claims 5 and 6 into claim 1 , as 
discussed during the previous interview). Such an amendment would mandate further consideration and the examiner 
would not commit to the allowability of such a claim. The examiner noted Fig. 5A of JP 1 1-169697 apparently shows a 
drain port in that embodiment which would may raise issues of obviousness (i.e., perhaps obvious to provide the 
embodiments of Fig. 4 in JP 1 1-169697 with a drain port as shown in the Fig. 5 embodiment). The examiner also 
stated the prior art is replete with mixing chambers having agitators therein and drain ports for the discharge of 
material. The new claim language and arguments will be considered, however, the claims will be subject to further 
consideration and searching . 
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
